The ‘largest of the amounts are for 
the collection of fees that are not al- 
lowed. These include fees for felony 
before the county court and 
have been collected, as a general thing, 
in the past.

There are other illegal charges, ac- 
cording to theereport, for ice, box rent 
at the post office, stamps and other 
expenses. The details show that none 
of these things are to be charged to 
the county; that fees in felony cases 
are not allowed and that when probate 
judges try as magistrates they afre en- 
titled to pay only as such.

Quarantine Order. of Secretary, De- 
clared Void by the Federal Su- 
preme Court Because It Cov- 
ered State as Well as In- 
terstate Traffic. 


Washington, December 17.—Tiie su- 
preme court of the United States today 
held the quarantine order of Secretary 
Wilson to be unconstitutional, because it 
covered state as well ag interstate move- 
ments of cattle. The decision was hand- 


ed down in the cases of Edwards and Mc- 
Kendree, originating in Kentucky. 


linois Central Railroad Company v. T. ™. 
Edwards and J. U. McKendree, of Ken- 
tucky, the supreme court of the United 
States today held to be unconstitutional 
the agricultural department’s quarantine 
order, because the line fixed by it was 
made applicable to the state as well as 
the interstate movement of cattle. The 
court’s opinion was announced by Justice 
Day and réversed the finding of the circuit 
court of Carlisle county, Kentucky, from 
which the case was appealed. 

The case grew out of a claim for dam- 
ages made by Edwards and McKendree 
against the railroad company on account 
of contraction of Texas fever by cattle 
owned by them through contact with the 
cattle brought into Carlisle county by 
the railroad company. The suit was in- 
stituted under the act of congress of 1903 
authorizing a national quaragtine to pre- 
vent the spread of infectious diseases 
among live stock. 
court. awarded damages and the railroad 
company appealed the case, claiming tie 
law to be unconstitutional in that it cele- 
gated too much power to the secretary 
of agriculture in allowing him to fx 
lines. The case was originally heard dur- 


on printed briefs, and did not at firs: 
appear to be anything more than an et- 
fort to secure small damages, but wher 
the court discovered the attack on the 
constitutionality of a national] statute, it 
ordered a rehearing, at which an oral ar- 
gument was heard, and called tne atten- 
tion of the attorney genergl to the mat- 
ter. The result was a decision to dis- 
tinctly hold invalid the act of the secre- 
tary of agriculture, because of its in- 
terference with interstate commerce. The 
finding applied to only the one feature, 
but the court held that the order could 
not be divided, and, therefore, decided 
the entire act to be unconstitutional. The 
effect was to compel a reversal of the 
verdict of the court below in the cases 
at bar, notwithstanding they were based 
on interstate shipments, 

The opinign of Just. Day quoted 
Secretary Wilson’s order ‘“o. 107, of 
March 13, 1903, making a quarantine 
line and accepting the line in Tennessee 
fixed by that state. This order would, 
he said, apply to all cattle transported 
from the south of the line to all parts 
of the United State, north of it. “It 
would, therefore,’ he proceeded, “‘in- 
clude cattle transported within the state 
of Tennessee from south of the line as 
well as those from outside that state; 
there is no exception in the order, and 
in terms it includes all cattle transported 
from the south of the line, whether with- 
in or without the state of Tennessee. We 
think that this order of the secretary 
undertaking to make a stringent regula- 
tion with highly penal consequences is 
single in character and includes com- 
merce whdlly within the state, thereby 
exceeding authority which congress in- 
tended to confer upon him Dy the act in 
question, if the same ig @ valid enact- 
ment.’”’

Geaths from pneumonia, which has been | 
the most fatal disease on the isthmus. 
In October there were ninety-nine deaths 
of every kind among the employees of 
the isthmus. There were then on the 
rolig 5,500 whites, seven-eighths of them 
being Americans. Of these whites, but 
two died of disease, and as it happened 
neither man was an American. Of the 
6,000 white Americans, including some 
1,200 women and children, not a single 
deat), has occurred in the past three 
months, whereas in an average city in the 
United States the number of deaths for 
a similar number of people in that time 
would have been about thirty from dis- 
ease. This very remarkable showing, can- 
not of course permanently obtain, but it 
certainly goes to prove that if good care 
is taken the isthmus is not a2 particulariy 
suinhealthy place. In Ovetober, of the 
19,000 negroes on the roll, 86 died from 
disease; pneumonia being the most de- 
structive disease, and malarial fever com- 
ing second. The difficulty of exercising a 
thorough supervision over the colored la- 
borers is of course greater than is the 
ease among the whites, and they are also 
lees competent to take care of them- 
selves, which accounts for the fact that 
their death’ rate is s0 much higher than 
that of the whites, in spite of the fact 
that they have been used to similar cli- 
matic conditions. Even among the col- 
ored employees it will be seen that the 
death rate is not high.”’

“Complaint was made to me by an 
entirely reputable man as to the char- 
acter of some of the material used for 
repairing certain streets. On investiga- 
tion the complaint proved well founded, 
but it also appeared that the use of the 
material in question had been aban- 
doned, the commission after having tried 
it in ong or two streets finding it not 
appropriate. 

“The result of the tnvestigation of this 
honest complaint was typical of what 
occurred when [I investigated most of 
the other honest complaints made to me. 
That is, where the complaints were not 
made wantonly or maliciously, they al- 
most always proved due to failure to 
appreciate the fact that time was nec- 
essary in the creation and completion of 
this titanic work in a tropic wilderness. 
It is impossible to avoid sume mistakes 
in building a giant canal through jun- 
gle-covered mountains and swamps, 
while at the same time sanitating tropic 
cities, and providing for the feeding and 
general care of from twenty to. thirty 
thousand workers. The complaints 
brought to nie, either of insufficient 
provision in caring for some of the ja- 
borers, or of failure to finish the pave- 
ments of Colon, or of failure to supply 
water, or of fallure to build wooden side- 
walks for the use of the laborers in the 
rainy season, on investigation proved, al- 
most without exception, to be due merely 
to the utter inabdittty of the commission 
to do everything at once.

Five Thousand American Employees 

“Nearly 5,000 of the white employees 
had cOme from the Uniteg States. No 
man can see these young, vigorous mea 
energetically doing their duty without a 
thrill ‘of pride in them as Americans. 
They -represent on the average a high 
‘lass. Doubtless to congress the wages 
paid them will seem high, but as a mat- 
ter of fact the only general complaint 
which I found had any real basis among 
| the complaints made to me upon: the 
isthmus was that, owing to the peculiar 
curroundings, the cost of living. and the 
dietance from home. the wages were 
really not as high as they should be. In 
fact, almost every man I spoke to feit 
that he ought to be receiving more 
money—a view, however, which the aver- 
“age man who stays at home in the 
Uniteg States probably likewise holds ao 
regards himself.’’ 

President RooseveH found, as a rule, 
that the quarters furnished the em- 
ployees were good, clean and sanitary, 
and says he met With little complain: 
from them. He says: 

“Doubtless there must be here ani 
there a married couple who, with of 
without reason, are not contented wiih 
their house on the isthmus; but I never 
happened to strike such a couple. * * * 

“The housewives purchase their sup- 
p'ies directly, or through their husbands, 
from the commissary store of the com- 
mission. All to whom I spoke agreed 
that the supplies were excellent, and ail 
Lut two stated that there was no com- 
plaint to be made: these two complained 
that the prices were. excessive as com- 
pared to the prices In the states. On in- 
vestigation I did not feel that this com- 
plaint was well founded.” 


A 30-Cent Meal. 

The president took a 30-cent meal at 
one of the government hotels, where the 
unmarrieq men get their meals, and liked 
it very much. On this subject he says: 

“IT came to the conclusion that, speak- 
ine generally, there was no warrant for 
complaint about the food. Doubtless it 
grows monotonous after awhile. Any 
man accustomed to handling large masses 
of men knows that some of them, even 
though othenwise very good men, are 
sure to grumble about something, ana 
vsually about their food. Schoolboys, 
college boys, and boarders in boarding 
houses make similar complaints; so do 
soldiers and sailors. On this very trip, 
cn one of the warships, a seaman came 
to complain to the second watch officer 
about the quality of the cocoa at the sea- 
“nen’s mess, saying that it was not sweet 
enough; it was pointeg out to him that 
there wae suger on the table, and he 
could always put it in, to which he re- 
eponded that that was the cook’s busi- 
ness and not his! I think that the com- 
plaint as to the food on the isthmus has 
but little more foundation than that o? 
the sailor in question. Moreover, I was 
given to understand that one real cause 
of complaint was that at the govern- 
ment hotels no liquor is served, and some 
of the drinking men, therefore, refused 
tu go there. The number of men using 
the government hotels is steadily increas- 
ing.’’ 

Will Get Chinese Labor. 

“Of the nineteen of twenty thousand 
day laborers employed on the canal, a 
few hundred are Spaniards. These do 
excellent work. Their foreman told me 
they did twice as well as the West Indla 
laborers. They keep healthy and no dif- 
ficulty is experienced with them in any 
way. - Some Italian laborers are also 
employed in connection with the drilling. 
As might be expected, with labor as 
high priced as at present in the United 
States, it has not so far proved practi- 
cable to get any ordinary laborers from 
the United States. The American wage- 
workers on the Isthmus are the highly 
paid skilled mechanics of the types men- 
tioned previously. <A steady effort is be- 
ing made to secure Italians, and es- 
pecially to procure more Spaniards, be- 
cause of the very satisfactory results 
that have come from their employment; 
and their numbers will be increased as 
far as possible. It has not proven pos- 
sible, however, to get them in anything 
like the numbers needed for the work, 
and from present appearances we shall 
in the main have to rely, for the ordinary 
unskilled work, partly upon colored la- 
borers from the West Indies, partly upon 
Chinese labor. It certainly ought to be 
unnecessary to point out that the Ameri- 
can workman in the United States has no 
concern whatever in the question as to 
whethér the rough work on the Isthmus, 
which .is .performed by aliens in any 
event, is done by aliens from one coun- 
try with a black skin or by aliens from 
another country with a yellow skin. Qur 
business is to dig the canal as efficiently 
and as quickly as possible; provided, al- 
ways that nothing is done that fs inhu- 
mane to any laborers, and nothing that 
interferes with the wages of or lowers 
the standard of living of our own work- 
{men. Having in view this principle, I 
have arranged to try several thousand 
This is desirable both 
because we must try to find out what 
laborers are most efficient, and, further- 
more, because we should not leave our- 
selves at the mercy of any one type of 
foreign labor. At. present the great bulk 
of the unskilled labor on the Isthmus is 
done by West India negroes, chiefly 
from Jamaica, Barba@oes, and the other 
English possessions. One of the gov- 
ernors of the islands in question has shown 
an unfriendly disposition to our work, 
and has throwh obstacies In the way 
of our getting the labor needed; and it 
is highly undesirable to give any out- 
siders the impression, however iJ] found- 
ed, that they are indispensable and can 
dictate terms to us.”

The Big Problems. 


“The work is now going on with a 
vigor and efficiency pleasant to witness. 
The three big problems of the canal are 
the La Boca dams, the Gatun dam and 
the Culebra cut. The Culebra cut must 
be made, anyhow; but, of course, changes 
as to the dams, or at least as to the 
locks adjacent to the dams, may still 
occur. The La Boca dams offer no par- 
ticular problem, the bottom material be- 


tainty, not merely as to what can be 
achieved, but as to the time of achieve- 
ment. The Gatun dam offers the mosi 
serious problem which we have to solve; 
and yet the ablest men on the isthmus 
believe that this problem is certain of 
solution along the lines proposed; al- 
trcugh, of course, it necessitates great 
toll, energy and intelligence, and al- 
trough equally, of course, there will be 
some little risk in connection ‘with the 
work. If the huge earth dam now con- 
templated ig thrown across from one 
foothill to the other, we will have what 
is practically a‘ low, broad, mountain 
ridge behind which ‘will rise the inland 
lake. This artificial mountain will prob- 
ably show less seepage, that is, will have 
greater restraining capaicty than the 
average natural mountain range. The 
exact locality of the locks at this dam 
—as at the other dams—is now being de- 
termined. In April next Secretary Taft. 
with three of the ablest engineers of 
the country—Messrs, Noble, Stearns and 
Ripley—will visit the isthmus, and the 
three engineers will make the final and 
eonclusive examinations as to the exact 
site for each lock. Meanwhile the work 
is going ahead without a break.

“The Culebra cut does not offer such 
to occur from occasional land slifs will 
not represent what may be called major 

‘sasters. The work will merely call for 
intelligence, perseverance and executive 
capacity. it is, however, the work 
upon which most labor will have to be 
spent. The dams will be ecmposed of 
the earth taken out of the cut and very 
possibly the building of the locks and 
dems will take even longer than ths 
cutting in Culebra itself. 

“The main work is now being done in 
the Culebra, cut.

New Record for Excavation. 

“ss soon’as the type of canal was de- 
cided this work began in good earnest. 
The rainy season will shortly be over 
and then there will be an immensein- 
crease in the amount taken out; but 
even ‘during the last three months, in 
the rainy. season, steady progress is 
shown by the figures: In August, 242,- 
000 cubic yards: in September, 291,000 
cubic yards, and in October, 325,000 
cubic -yards. In October new records 
were established for the output of indi- 
vidual shovels as well as for the tonnage 
baul of individual locomotives. I hope 
to see the growth of a healthy spirit of} 


emulation between the different shovel 
and locomotive crews, just such a spirit 
as has grown on our Dattleships between 
the different gun crews in matters of 
marksmanship. Passing through the cut 
the amount of new work can be seen 
at a glance. In one space the entire side 
of a hill had been taken out recently by 
27 tons of dynamite, which were ex- 
ploded at one blast. At another place 
I was given a presidential salute of 2!

| Management. Unbiased opinion is to the effect that the people will approve 


this step and that, within a relatively short time, they wil] be riding upon 
municipality-owned railways. This in the face of one of the bitterest news- 
paper and political campaigns in municipal history—a campaign which did 
not neglect a single opportunity to show up the “fallacy” and “impractica- 
bility” of the public ownership idea. 

How. are the bona fide or academic funeral directors for public owner- 
ship going to reconcile these facts with their statements? 

The Constitution believes there are some sound and sincere reasons to 
be urged against immediate governmental ownership as a solution of the 
railway problems of this. country. It believes that governmental control 
and supervision—complete, far-reaching, non-discriminating—is preferable. It 
believes that governmental ownership, if it comes at all, sliould come only 
when it has been established beyond peradventure that. supervision is abso- 
lutely incapable of meeting every present or future need of the situation. We 
Supervision is 
merely in its initial chapters. 

But it is well for railways as well as the people to realize that govern- 
mental ownership HAS NOT BEEN PROVED AN IGNIS FATUUS. That 
it stands in the background, sternly ready to take the place of supervision, 
should the milder and more desirable method prove insufficient. 

When the railways concede to themselves that, instead of receding, the 
tide of sentiment for public ownership is rising with a more definite pur- 
pose, they are likely to pursue such a fair and sensible course as will render 
its application to their operation unnecessary. | 

When the people grip fast the same knowledge, they are likely to be 
more patient and reasonable in giving the scarcely inaugurated plan of super- 
vision an honest and exhaustive trial. 

There is a warning lesson for the railways in. the statement that Mexico 
takes this step to avoid the menacing problems now faced by the United 
States. 

There is optimism in the ultimate efficacy of supervision, in the fact 


that within three months of the installation of the new rate law, the railways 


have made wholesale and voluntary reductions in their tariffs. 

In the meantime, let both parties to the problem cease to be fed with the 
folly that governmental ownership sentiment is dead. It is the livest eco 
nomic corpse in America today!

INCOME TAX IS CERTAIN. 


It may be stated as a practica) certainty that an income tax law will 
soon be enacted by congress—if not at the present session, by the congress 
which is to follow. 

There are evidences accumulating to the effect that both the income 
and inheritance tax laws will soon be written on national statute books—evi- 
dences in which The Constitution naturally takes a keen delight, in view 


in behalf of this much-needed legislation. 

Among these evidences none stand out more prominenfly than the utter- 
ances of men whose incomes and property will be extensively affected by 
these laws, yet who realize the necessity and bow to the inevitable, 

Note, for instance, the remarks of Adolphus Busch, a St. Louis million- 
aire, and of Jacob Schiff, prominent among the foremost rich men of New 
York, favorable to the enactment of a graduated income tax law. MZThen 
there is Andrew Carnegie who, while not quite brought to see the importance 
of the income tax, says the inheritance tax is not only just, but necessary. 

Thus the owners Of great fortunes, themselves, are outspoken in their 
yealization of the necessity of action along these lines. Some spéak out 
for the income tax; some for that on inheritances; some express belief, in 
both. 

What is the conclusion? Wealth, itself, has reached a point where it is 
ready to admit it owes something to the government. Is it not evidence of 
the fact that both plans are demanded? 

There are few who dispute the advisability or necessity of the inher- 
itance tax law, but by the partition of large fortunes this law may be made 
to lose much Of its force. 

On the other hand, there is no escaping the income tax law: it does its 
work at the time the accumulation is in progress, while the inheritance tax 
only prevents passing on such enormous accumulations as may have been 
made. 

We need both of these laws. The president has recognized the necessity 
for them; so have the people—long ago. 

Now that the owners of these fortunes, themselves, have begun to realize 
it, the time has come for congress to get busy and to delay no longer that 
which is inevitable.

This will not only establish confidence on the part of the 
public, but will greatly lessen the danger from accident for which schedules 
unmaintained have been so largely responsible. 

General Manager Ackert brings the necessary experience and ability to 
his position of greater responsibility, and that the right sort of results will

Realize, in the first 
place, that many of the items to be 
covered by this increase are included 
in the potentialities of southern devel- 
opment; for Mr. Edmonds estimates 
that the productien of iron, a large 
part of which comes from the south, 
will be practically doubled and that 
coal, which originates here in nearly 
an equal ratio, will meet an equal in- 
crease in the term specified. He sees 
a siimlar or approximate ratio of in- 
crease in agricultural, mining, manu- 
facturing and forestry products and 
gives figures to support his forecast.

$500,000,000 in the ten-year period, as 
against five billions for ‘railroads, 
would solve this tremendous trans- 
portation problem for an almost in- 
definite period, since river traffic ad- 
justs itself with a greater elasticity 
than rail traffic.

The deepening of the Ohio 
and its tributaries would furnish trans- 
portation facilities for the yast but con- 
gested traffic of the world’s iron and 
steel center. But why  particularize? 
Throughout the country, from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, from the lakes to 
the gulf, there are opportunities for im- 
provement where every dollar expended 
would annually return 100 per cent of 
profit and individual gain. 

It is not essential that the reader 


agree unqualifiedly with Mr. Edmonds 
to concede much that is logical ang 
inspiring in his strongly worded views. 
It must, moreover, be borne in mind 
that he is not speaking at haphazard 
or dealing in enthusiastic surmises. 
No man in the south has, perhaps, 
made as thorough or conscientious a 
study of our southern and national 
industrial problems as Mr. Edmonds. 
He occupies familiar ground when ne 
addresses himself to the subject. 

In the face of such convincing ex- 
hibits as those here’ brought forward, 
it seems the necessary duty of every 
business man with an iota of fore 
sight, self-interest or patriotism to 
make himself an aggressive mission- 
ary for a conservative campaign along 
the line indicated. 

If the program outlined by the con- 
gressional friends of this movement 
does not materialize this session, it is 
worthy of being made the subject of 


an educatiogal propaganda and a na- 
tional issue.

Your editorial recalls a recent article 
in the American Illustrated Magazine. It 
is stated that many railway managers 
oppose the block system because it inter- 
feres with the “proper dispatch” of 
business. ~The “proper dispatch’’ of busi- 
ness on one side—the annual menacing 
of hundreds of thousands of lives on the 
other. 

It was further shown that even on 
roads operating the block system the 
safety assumed to be thereby imposed is 
continually nullified by a wanton and 
deliberate disregard of fundamental 
rules. The writer, Ellery Sedgwick, 
shows that in some instances railway 
managers justify what is called ‘‘permis- 
sive signaling’’ on the same ground that 
otherwise the “proper dispatch” of busi- 
ness ‘would be inipossible. This permis- 
sive signaling is nothing more nor less 
than authority to an engineer to g0 
ahead ‘“‘cautiously’’ into a block which he 
knows is occupied by , another train. If 
the preceding train has, by good luck, 
cleared out of the block—well and good. 
If it has happened.to break down in the 
middle of the block—there is an accl- 
dent something similar to the one at 
Lawyers. 

Many engineers justify themeselves in 
this risk with. the memory that they 
have, a hundred times previously, en- 
tered occupied blocks and escaped safely. 
It is the hundred-odd trip that proves 
the fatal one. 

The author very properly takes the 
position that as long as the railroads 
are permitted to take this almost crimi- 
nal view of the rules in the interests of 
“the dispatch of business,” there can be 
no real reform in American railway 
operation. He’ states that Representa- 
tive Esch, of Wisconsin, will introduce 
a bill at the present session of congress) 
compelling railroads to install and ob- 
serve the block system. 

There is another practice of the rall- 
roads probably equally prolific in pro- 
ducing wrecks. I commenced ‘“‘railroad- 
ing’’ in 1688, entering the agency and 
telegraph department of one of the larg-. 
est roads operating in the south (Louis- 
ville and Nashville). With only eight 
months’ experience at the age of 18, I 
was handling orders for both passenger 
and freight trains. I was not then aware 
of the fact, but now, after many years 
of experience, I know that I was crassly 
incompetent and that my holding such 
a position put in jeopardy many lives 
and much property. I was not examined 
as to fitness until I had been handling 
trains for eight or ten months. 

It was then, and is today, the practice 
of the railroasd to allow students to re- 
lieve agents and operators at train or- 
der offices for days at a a time. Thus the 
student, through risking the lives of 
many of. the traveling public, ig enabled 
to learn the business. He learns the 
rules from a book as you would a speech, 
goes before the dispatcher, is asked a few 
questions and “qualifies."’ Seldom is 
there failure to pass such an examina- 
tion, for the reason that these men will 
take a position anywhere and at almost 
any pay. In the meantime the safety o* 
the public has not been considered. 

I have frequently known of drunken 
operators delaying trains and confusing 
orders and still managing to retain their 
positions. 

The laws governing this feature of rail- 
road operation relate generally to color 
blindness and length of sight—two phases 
unimportant by the side of the evils I 
have mentioned, 

Railroad telegraphy is one of the poor- 
est paid occupations.in the country. As a 
result the service, in many instances, is 
filled with students who should no more 
be allowed to handle train orders than 
your children dynamite. I am stating 
these facts in no spirit of personal ré- 
sentment against the railroads. On my 
table, as I write, lies a letter from a 
superintendent of one of the largest 
roads in the nation offering me an im- 
portant position whenever I wish to re- 
turn to his service. 

But your editorial is so timely, I feel 
the press should Keep before the people 
the enormous risk they are running for 
lack of a little decisive legislation. 

The remedies, for this condition at 
least, are stringent laws requiring that 
operators pass examinations as to com- 
petence ani experience, the block system, 
an absolute abolition of “permissive sig- 
naling,” state or federal officers whose 
sole business it is to see the rules are 
enforced and a revoking of the operator's 
license where he fails to observe them in 
the slightest detail.

Proper Station. 


In a decision handed down yesterday 
the state supreme court again takes the 
position that a railroad is liable for dam- 
ages to a passenger put off at the wrong 
station. The case was that of Sappington 
v. the Atlanta and West Point Railroad 
Company, from Troup superior court. 
Sappington brought suit for damages for 
being put off the train at the wrong sta- 
tion, but asked an amount which the 
court below held was out of reason, and 
the case was thrown out. The supreme 
court affirms the decision as to certain 
points, but holds that a passenger is en- 
titled "to recover at least nominal dam- 
ages for negligence of ‘the railroad com- 
pany in carrying him beyond his destina- 
tion. On this ground the decision of +u¢ 
lower court is reversed, it being held that 
it should not have been dismissed because 
the plaintiff is not entitled to recover all 
that he claimed.

ket on Wall street is only the play ‘ball of 
the professionals, who are trying to make 
money by putting prices up and down. 

At the bottom of all this is lack of 
funds. Our currency was sufficient twen- 
ty years ago, but is wholly tnadequate 
to finance our present prosperity and our 
business world is far-seeing enough to 
know that it will pay it better to doubie 
all energies and available means to make 
hay as long as the -sun of prosperity 
shines so brightly over Uncle Sam’s vast 
domain, 

The Treasury Relief. 

The aig accorded to the banks and the 
public this year and amounting this time 
to fully $32,000,000, was only a drop ot 
water on a simmering stove. It brought 
only meager relief. Under these cir- 
cumstances Wall street took it into its 
own hands to get relief. It shook out 
quite a number of margined accounts of 
Hill stocks, Great Northern and North- 
ern Pacific, in which two stocks the wild- 
est sp@culation has been going on for 
weeks. Only rich speculators, the men 
who haveeasy access to the loanbie bank 
funds, could afford to gamble in these 
stocks, of which Wall street always Says, 
when they were advancing that no pikers 
@an afford to dabble in them. The liqui- 
dation in these Hill stocks has brought 
Wall street good relief for the moment. 


A Wise Move. 

The attorney general of Minnesota has 
for the time being smashed the melon 
which J. J. Hill, the president of the 
Great Northern railroad, had prepared 
for his shareholders by a new stock issue 
of $60,000,000 to be distributed among 
shareholders on record at par. That ot- 
ficial would like to know what Mr. Hill 
intends to do with the new millions he 
expects from his shareholders, taking the 
standpoint that railroad regulation and 
rate regulation would be a farce if rail- 
roads were permitted to water their capl- 
tal.
